To the Members of the Board of Trustees of the Baptist Education 
Society of the State of New York:

N presenting this my eighth annual report as President of The 
Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, I am glad of the opportunity to 
say that the school year has been very satisfactory in its accomplish- 
ments both as to the work done by members of the Faculty and by the 
students, and as to the spirit which has pervaded the entire institution. 


The Samuel Colgate Memorial Chapel 


Without doubt the completion of the new Chapel has been one of the 
most important contributions to our corporate life since coming to the 
new campus. It has made possible an emphasis upon “the things of the 
spirit” which has already proven most welcome, and which was almost 
impossible of achievement when these important elements in our re- 
ligious life were, of necessity, forced into the background by the in- 
sufficient equipment provided in our temporary chapel. 

The dignity of the Chapel, its beauty, its authentic call to quiet 
meditation and worship, the ministry of its symbolism, and the periods 
of devotion, public and private, spent there by Faculty and students— 
all have affected the life of each of us in a very helpful way. 

As the members of the Board will recall, a separate chapel was a 
part of our original plan, but we did not have adequate funds to build it 
in a satisfying manner at the same time that we were erecting the other 
units in our building program which seemed imperative. By the gift 
of $20,000 from Mr, Russell Colgate, in addition to the gift of $15,000 
previously received from him and his brother, Mr. Sidney M. Colgate, 
and by adding to this a substantial sum already in hand, it became pos- 
sible to erect a building which emphasizes worship as adequately as our 
teaching function is emphasized by the equipment which we have 
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created for our educational work. At our 1936 annual meeting it was 
voted to give it the name of “The Samuel Colgate Memorial Chapel” in 
honor of Mr. Samuel Colgate, the father of Messrs. Russell and Sidney 
Colgate, long an honored supporter of the work of the Baptist Education 
Society. The grandchildren of Mr. Samuel Colgate contributed $2,800 
to a special fund to provide the stained glass in the large windows in 
both ends of the Chapel. Mr. Russell Colgate and Mr. Bayard Colgate 
are now raising a fund to provide a bronze tablet for the eastern wall 
of the Chapel, which will carry a bas-relief of Mr. Samuel Colgate and 
a suitable inscription concerning the erection of the Chapel. I take this 
occasion not only of placing upon record our deep appreciation of the 
interest which has been taken by the family of Mr. Samuel Colgate, 
but of saying what a glorious memorial the Chapel is, and how con- 
tinuous is the contribution it makes to the life of the institutional 


group. 
The Andrews-Hale Chimes 


Another important addition to our equipment has been made by the 
placing of a set of bells in the great tower of the main building. The 
bells were given in recognition of the service to Christian education, 
through this institution, which has been performed by Mr. Ezra 
Randall Andrews and Mr. William B. Hale. This chime of bells, cast 
by the Meneely Company of Watervliet, New York, was appropriately 
dedicated at the time of our Spring Convocation, when tributes to the 
work of Mr. Andrews and of Mr. Hale were given by the President 
of the institution. 

The bells are played electrically from a small console in the Chapel. 
Each day that classes are in session they are rung before the first class 
period in the morning, again just before the Chapel service, and a 
third time at the vesper hour, from a quarter of six until six o’clock. 
This lovely gift serves the entire community as well as the School, and 
appropriately gives voice to the stately tower, which is becoming in- 
creasingly endeared to the hearts of Rochesterians. We express our 
profound gratitude to those who have made this possible. 


The New Dormitories 
We desire to comment also upon the value of the two dormitories, 
in use, for the first time, during this school year. The Missionaries’ 
Dormitory had three missionaries in residence; the rest of the apart- 
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ments were occupied by married students. The number of missionaries 
was limited because of the cancellation of furloughs by the Foreign 
Mission Society. It has been a source of satisfaction to have in our 
midst representatives of the foreign mission field. They have made a 
real addition, both in friendship and in information, to our school life. 

The Married Students’ Dormitory has filled a long-felt need. Not 
only have all apartments been occupied, but applications are on file for 
two or three years ahead. It is obvious that we did not over-build, 
so far as these apartments are concerned. 

The financial forecast as to the expense of maintaining the dormi- 
tories, and the income from the same, proves to have been conservative, 
and the financial experience has been very satisfactory. 

Our building program has been completed within the figures author- 
ized by the Board, all bills have been paid, and we have an equipment 
rated among the best, if not the best, for theological education yet 
erected, and it stands today with no encumbrance against it. 

Our general financial condition is very satisfactory, and I pay tribute 
to the work of the Finance Committee under Mr. Gosnell’s chairman- 
ship, and to Mr. Carson, the assistant treasurer, for his increasingly 
efficient service. He has helped us particularly in the matter of our 
real estate. The twenty-eight or more pieces of property which we 
have been forced to take over on foreclosure have been put in condition 
and are not only paying a reasonable rate of return on the money 
invested, but are actually amortizing some of the investment involved. 
I am glad also to note the service which Mr. Parkes, our superin- 
tendent, has rendered in supervising the renovating of many of these 
pieces of property. 


Student Life 


The student body has been somewhat larger than usual, and it has 
been marked by a seriousness of purpose, a splendid spirit, and fine 
co-operation. The service which we have attempted to render the 
students has been increased this year, we feel, by the addition of certain 
features of personal counseling. The members of the entering class 
were given the Thurstone personality test, which assists a student to see 
himself and his personality maladjustments, and enables us to es- 
tablish points of contact through which we can help him to secure a 
better-balanced approach to life situations. The President, Professor 
Baker, and some other members of the Faculty, have been decidedly 
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busy with personal interviews, and we feel that the benefit to the 
students has been very real. 


Faculty Notes 


The work of the Faculty has been of uniformly high quality. This 
has been the first full year of Professor Baker’s service, and it is 
increasingly evident that we were wise in our selection. The election 
of Dr. Nixon to the chair of theology, to begin full-time work next 
fall, fills 2 most important vacancy in an entirely satisfactory way. 
His work with our students this year has been stimulating and helpful. 
Professor Moehlman, in addition to his regular work in teaching and 
to his editorship of the Bulletin, has this year been president of the 
City Club of Rochester, where he has made an important civic con- 
tribution. He has been honored by an invitation to speak on the sub- 
ject of “Religion” at the centennial celebration of the University of 
Michigan. 

The extra courses in theology carried this year by Professors Robins 
and Evans have involved a genuine burden for them, but this has been 
done without complaint and on a very high plane. I acknowledge here 
our debt of gratitude to them. 

A new feature has been introduced this year by Professor Lehman 
in our Voice Department, with the inauguration of a speech test for 
each new student, with records being made by the student at intervals 
during his three years of work in that department, to enable him to 
recognize his own defects and to measure more accurately his progress 
in overcoming them. We have also made the beginning of a program 
in preparing men for religious broadcasting, securing for some special 
lectures along this line a member of the staff of the Stromberg-Carlson 
Studio, WHAM. 

Professor Parsons rendered the School an invaluable service in his 
chairmanship of the committee which prepared the programs and had 
charge of the details of the dedication of the Chapel and the Dormi- 
tories in the early fall. 

Dean Ewell was honored by Colgate University, at its Commence- 
ment last June, with the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

By action of the Executive Committee, the titles of Dean Wearing 
and Associate Dean Ewell have been changed, respectively, to “Dean 
of the Faculty” and “Dean of Administration,” thus more nearly in- 
dicating the specific duties of each, The Board will be asked to confirm 
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this action by an amendment to the By-Laws. My absence with the 
Preaching Mission in October and November threw additional work 
upon both Dean Wearing and Dean Ewell. They carried it splendidly, 
and I express to them my deepest appreciation. 

I joined the Preaching Mission at Cleveland on the fifteenth of 
October, going with them for four-day sessions to each of the follow- 
ing cities: Omaha, Billings, Seattle, Vancouver, Portland, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Dallas, and Chicago, finishing there on the 
twenty-first of November. It was an exceedingly strenuous tour, the 
members of the Mission having to speak from two to six times a day, 
in addition to personal interviews. I believe it was genuinely worth- 
while, however, for the general cause of the Kingdom, and not without 
great value so far as the School was concerned. In addition to the 
work done for the Preaching Mission I was able to visit eleven dif- 
ferent institutions and to interview forty-two prospective students for 
the ministry on the same trip, thus eliminating the necessity for my 
usual trip west to visit the colleges. 

Since last May I have also published two new books, one a series 
of sermons, under the title, “The Lift of a Far View,” the other a 
textbook in the field of church administration, written at the request 
of the Methodist Book Concern and the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education. This book, published under the title, ““The Local 
Church: Its Purpose and Program,” embodies much of the material I 
have accumulated in my twenty years of pastoral experience and my 
eight years of teaching in that field; and it was requested that it be 
published upon a financial basis which might put it easily at the dis- 
posal of pastors, church workers, laymen, and young people’s groups 
in summer conferences. I have been asked by Vanderbilt University 
to give the Cole Lectures on the Cole Foundation in the spring of 
1939. 

Professor Evans has been away the second semester of this year 
on his sabbatical leave of absence. I expect to be away during the first 
semester of the coming year, according to plans already announced. 
Request is hereby made, through the Committee on Instruction, to 
grant leaves of absence to Professor Robins for the second semester 
of next year (1937-38), and to Professor Moehlman for the second 
semester of the year following (1938-39). The programs to this 
effect for each of these gentlemen have been submitted to the Com- 
mittee on Instruction and approved by them. 
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Extra-Mural Work 


An increasing amount of supervision of our students’ work on the 
field is being given, and I am glad here to include the report of the 
extensive extra-mural work being done by Professor Vichert. It is as 
follows: 


I. Deputation Work 


“One very significant feature of the year was the summer tour of 
the Divinity School Quartet composed of Messrs. McKechnie, Million, 
Schade and Seguine. The quartet left Rochester in time to appear at 
the Northern Baptist Convention in St. Louis. From there their 
tour extended to the Pacific Coast where churches were visited all the 
way from Southern California to the state of Washington. From that 
area the quartet turned homeward, visiting many churches on the east- 
ward trip. The members report a cordial reception everywhere. They 
came into contact with many of our alumni and did much to promote 
good will toward and confidence in the institution which they rep- 
resented. 


II. Scholarships 


“The number of students doing practical work on a scholarship basis 
has varied somewhat but from first to last approximately sixty have 
been engaged in that way. It is interesting to note the extent to which 
the various denominations avail themselves of this student service. 
The Baptist churches lead, twenty of them having used students during 
the year. The Presbyterian churches come next with fifteen of them 
employing students. Six Methodist churches also use our men. Then 
we have one or more related to churches in each of the following 
denominations: Evangelical, Reformed, Congregational, Lutheran, 
Unitarian. A member of the first year class has served as chaplain at 
the Hillside Home. 

“During the year I have received many expressions of appreciation 
of the work of the students in these relationships. The demand for 
such service is extending. We were unable this year to meet all re- 
quests for it. Already I have a number of applications for next year 
from churches which have not hitherto had our students. It is gratify- 
ing, also, to receive from churches where students are now at work 
requests for the return of the same student next year. 

“Two things seem to me worthy of special note this year. More 
churches than ever before are supplementing the scholarships with 
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remuneration, the amount varying from small sums to the full co- 
operative. 

“Ministers have reported on the work of the students more fully and 
with greater discrimination than formerly. I interpret this to mean 
they are taking more seriously the task of co-operating with us in 
giving these men actual clinical training. 

“Our extra-mural work in my judgment is growing in the esteem 
of the churches and is increasing in value both to them and to the 
students. 


III. Student Pastors ™ 


“Here again the denominational distribution is of interest. It is as 
follows: Baptist 19, Methodist 8, Congregational 4, Community 4, 
Friends 2, Christian 2, Presbyterian 2. 

“Settlements of student pastors have been effected during the year 
in thirteen churches. It has been my privilege to visit many of these 
churches during the year. Our student pastors, assisted in most cases 
by very capable wives, are giving the churches leadership and service 
of a high order. I note particularly an increasing emphasis upon wor- 
ship, which is taking on a dignity and impressiveness to which the 
churches have not been accustomed. Perhaps our new Chapel has 
something to do with this. At any rate our student churches are re- 
sponding to the leadership of their pastors and are co-operating 
heartily.” 


Librarian’s Report 


From Professor Trost’s report as Librarian I note that the number 
of book accessions this year is 1724, as contrasted with 1494 last year 
and with 1334 the year previous. The evening attendance at the 
Library reached an all-time high record. The Alumni Lending Library 
has increased its circulation by thirty-three and one-third per cent this 
year. He says: 

“Among the significant book purchases of the year were The Four 
Gospels of Karahissar in two volumes, by Ernest C. Colwell and 
Harold R. Willoughby of the University of Chicago, and the first 
volume of the Wiener Genesis (1895). An unusual acquisition was 
the purchase of thirty-seven original leaves from famous Bibles and 
Testaments covering nine centuries. The earliest of these is from an 
Armenian manuscript Bible dated 1121 A.D. In addition to the Bibles 
in manuscript, on paper and vellum, incunabula editions of Germany 
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and Italy, important versions of the Reformation on the Continent and 
in England, polyglot texts, the first printed Greek Bible and the 1611 
King James Bible, the Eliot Indian Bible and examples of fine printing, 
including the work of Aldus, Estienne, Plantin, Elzevir, Baskerville, 
Dover Press and Bruce Rogers, are represented in this collection. For 
display purposes the collection is of unusual significance.” 

Professor Trost attended the annual meeting of the American 
Library Association in Richmond last May, and served as a member 
of the committee charged with the selection of the forty important 
religious books of the year. 


In his capacity as Curator of the Museum, Mr. Trost reports: 


“No exhibits have been held since the former Museum quarters 
were dismantled. With the expectation that one day suitable facilities 
for display will again be available, limited purchases were made during 
the year. These included a black crayon copy of a stained glass 
window, presumably early English, and a framed picture of the Col- 
gate University campus of fifty years ago. There was also purchased 
a manuscript leaf containing the ‘Pater Noster,’ written in Germany 
about 1520. A most delicately carved set of figures depicting Chinese 
family life was purchased from a West China missionary. 


“T recommend an appropriation of $25.00 for the purchase of 
Museum items. This is only fifty per cent of the amount formerly 
granted, but until such time when adequate displays can be made, I 
believe this amount will be sufficient. The disbursements during 1936- 
1937 were less than twenty-five dollars.” 


Institute of World Christianity 


There will be held in our buildings, beginning tomorrow, May 25, an 
Institute of World Christianity under the auspices of the organiza- 
tion called “A Movement for World Christianity.” Doctor Nixon, soon 
to be a member of our Faculty, has been the chairman of the Program 
Committee of the Institute and has secured many distinguished leaders 
to participate in the discussions, which will approach some of the most 
far-reaching questions at the heart of the Christian movement. There 
is a possibility that this might develop into some form of a “Religious 
Williamstown,” where each year some of the foremost thinkers of the 
nation and of the world might gather for the exchange of opinion on 
Christian ideas and policies. 
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A New Publication 


An impression which I received during the Preaching Mission, in 
the various meetings which I had with alumni groups across the coun- 
try, was that we were not keeping in contact with our alumni as much 
as was desirable, and that they themselves had very little communica- 
tion one with another on the field. For this and other reasons, it has 
been decided to publish a news sheet in addition to our splendid Bul- 
letin, now in its twenty-fifth year, which is published by a Faculty 
Committee consisting of Professor Moehlman as editor and with Dean 
Ewell as business manager. This second publication will be edited by 
a committee of which Professor Vichert is chairman and upon which 
both faculty and alumni will be represented. It will be issued four 
times a year, and will carry to the alumni personal items from our 
alumni groups in different sections of the country, also taking news 
about the life of the School to the alumni on the field. The first issue 
has recently appeared, and we believe it will serve a very useful pur- 
pose. At the annual meeting of the Alumni Association, they voted to 
assess alumni dues of one dollar a year, and asked that both publica- 
tions—the Bulletin, which will now become a quarterly, and the Alumni 
News—be sent to all members of the alumni body. 

Because of the identity of interests in the work of Colgate-Rochester, 
Andover-Newton and Crozer Seminaries, it has seemed wise to in- 
augurate annual conferences between the presidents of the three 
schools. The second of these was held on April 16 in New York City, 
and proved most helpful. The three schools are attempting to con- 
duct their approach to students on a mutual basis and to avoid any 
form of competition. 


Loss Through Death 


All of us have experienced a sense of personal loss through the death 
of Dr. Clarence A. Barbour, President of this institution in the first 
year after its inception, and prior to that for thirteen years President 
of the Rochester Theological Seminary. Dr. Barbour, who went from 
the Colgate-Rochester Divinity School to be the President of Brown 
University, died on January 16, 1937. At the funeral service, which 
occurred in Providence on January 18, the Board of Trustees and the 
Faculty were represented by members of both bodies. 


Resolutions upon Dr. Barbour’s death were passed by the Board of 
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Trustees at its mid-year meeting and were placed upon its records, a 
copy being sent to Mrs. Barbour. A memorial service, in which the 
School united with the Lake Avenue Baptist Church, was held in the 
Samuel Colgate Memorial Chapel on the evening of January 29. The 
Spring Number of the Bulletin will contain many of the tributes that 
were received at the time of Dr. Barbour’s death. 

We cannot, however, allow this report to be made without expressing 
here our sincere appreciation of Doctor Barbour’s personality and his 
leadership in the great enterprises of the Kingdom. As a pastor, as a 
secretary of the nation-wide Young Men’s Christian Association, and 
as president of great educational institutions, he had a place of large 
influence. He was a most friendly man, and had a genius for keeping 
in touch with those who enjoyed his friendship. This institution is one 
to which he gave much of his service and we do well to honor his name. 
His memory will live in the hearts and lives of his students and his 
fellow workers through many years to come. To his wife, Mrs. 
Florence Newell Barbour, and to his children, we express again our 
genuine sympathy. 

Sorrow has also come into the home of Dr. J. W. A. Stewart, 
formerly Dean of the Rochester Theological Seminary and now Pro- 
fessor Emeritus of this Divinity School, in the death of his wife, Mrs. 
Ruth Quinby Stewart. As President of the institution, and on your 
behalf and that of the Faculty, I attempted to express to Doctor 
Stewart our sympathy and affection, as I knew you would have had 
me do. 


Social Security for Employees 


During the year we have made plans for the inauguration of retire- 
ment provision for members of our employed group not previously 
cared for by pension arrangements. Members of the Board will recall 
that through co-operation with the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board, retiring provision was previously made for the members of our 
Faculty who are ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. The 
new plan provides for those who are not included in our previous plan, 
and offers an opportunity whereby they may, by the deposit of five 
per cent of their salaries, have this increased by the Society by an equal 
amount, the combined sum to be used to purchase a deferred annuity 
contract with the Teachers Insurance and Annuity Association of 
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America, a corporation endowed by the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York. 

When the government inaugurated its social security provision for 
employees, we already had been considering the matter, but waited to 
see whether employees of organizations of this kind would be included 
within governmental provisions. When it became clear that they 
would not be so included, the study was inaugurated, and as soon as 
it seemed financially possible the Finance Committee recommended 
it to the Executive Committee, which endorsed it and submitted it by 
mail to a vote of the Board of Trustees. The approval of the Board 
was unanimous, but we are submitting it today for the final and 
formal approval of this body. 


Auburn Theological Seminary 


At the mid-year meeting, a further report was made of progress 
in the matter of locating Auburn Theological Seminary upon this 
campus. The action taken at that meeting is a matter of record. 
Some slight changes were requested by them, which were submitted 
by mail vote to this Board and were approved by you. These are being 
submitted today for final and formal approval. A financial campaign 
by the authorities of that Seminary is now under way, with what looks 
like a fair chance for success; and the present plan, if the campaign 
is successful, is to have the building erected so that they can begin 
their work here formally in the fall of 1938. It is possible that the 
two schools will conduct a joint summer school in the summer of 
1938. 


Fellowships and Scholarships 


During the past year our Fellowships have been held by John Scott 
Everton, at Cambridge University, England, where he was doing special 
research work in connection with the thesis to be submitted as a part 
of the requirements for his Ph.D. degree.at Yale University; and by 
Frederick Bredahl Petersen, at the University of Edinburgh in Scot- 
land, where he has been working toward his doctor’s degree. Partial 
Fellowships, for brief periods of study, were awarded to Bradford 
Sherman Abernethy for a summer’s work at Union Theological Sem- 
inary, where he was doing research work looking toward his doctorate 
at Edinburgh; and to Neil William Klausner, at the University of 
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Chicago, where he was working during last summer preparing for a 
professorship at the University of Redlands, subsequent to completing 
his residence work at Yale University for his doctorate. 

Graduate Scholarships were held by Gaylord Pierce Albaugh, at the 
University of Chicago; and by Ralph Claude Kauffman and Max 
Friedrich Bernhardt Volkmann, at Yale University. A Graduate 
Scholarship was awarded and advanced to Bryan Frederick Archibald, 
in order that he might spend a year in Waseda University in Japan as 
an exchange student. 

The Faculty recommends, for the year beginning May 1, 1937, the 
granting of Fellowships to Gaylord Pierce Albaugh, of the Class of 
1936, to continue his work for the doctorate at the University of 
Chicago; to Ralph Claude Kauffman, to continue his work at Yale 
University, looking toward his doctor’s degree; and to Clarence G. 
Vichert, of the West China Mission, to complete the requirements of a 
doctorate at Columbia University. 

The Faculty recommends the following for Graduate. Scholarships: 
Robert Haddow Beaven, to begin work in the University of London 
looking toward his doctor’s degree there; Harold Emery Hammer, to 
do work in the Graduate Department of Cornell University in the 
School of Agriculture, looking toward specialization in rural leader- 
ship; Clyde Amos Holbrook, to begin his work at Yale University 
looking toward his doctorate; Winthrop Still Hudson, to do work in 
the University of Chicago looking toward his doctorate; Lorna Pem- 
berton Wearing, to do work at Union Theological Seminary and in 
Columbia University looking toward her doctorate. 

In accordance with the action of the Faculty, I recommend that the 
degree of Bachelor of Divinity be conferred upon the following mem- 
bers of the graduating class, since they have fulfilled all the require- 
ments as candidates for this degree : ;
